hundred million feet of water can be 
stored even In the lowest periods of 
winter flaw.

Supreme Court Judgment | 
Restores to the Man Lands 
Sold by His Spouse, 


HAVING GOT $2,000 
SHE LEFT COUNTRY 


Transfer Was Made in Order 
to Avoid Seizure by Cre- 
ditors, Case Company, — | 


Although the lands had been trans- 
ferred to the wife in order to avold sel- 
zure for debt, the wife had no right to 
sell the lands and should have held 
them {n trust for her husband, accord- 
ing to a judgment handed down from 
the supreme court bench today in the 
case of John Scheureman vs. Anna 
Scheureman, The husband was suing 
the wife on aceount of certain Edmon- 
ton property, which the wife had sold in 
the absence of the husband for the 
sum of $3,500, and had received $2.000, 
the balance being still unpaid. 

It appears that the Scheuremans 
homesteaded near Bruderhein in 1900, 
and In 1905 came to Hve in Edmonton, 
At that time plaintiff bought a lot for 
$1C0 and bullt @- house worth’ $600 on 
it. It: was alleged that sometime ago 
the wife drove her husband out of the 
house and Schetrreman went to visit 
his relatives In the State of Washing- 
ton.

Cases Against Cowan, Paradis

The more recent developments in the 
cases of Duncan Cowan, George Par- 
adis and Henry Page who were arrest- 
ed on the south side, are Interesting, 
and would go to show that Paradis has 
just completed a three year term in 
the Kingston penitentiary for penny- 
Weighting and that Cowan is 
Wanted in Seattle on a white slave 
charge, Pago, too, !s well known to 
the police here. 

Another feature of the case de- 
veloped yesterday afternoon and reveai- 
ed a clever decoy for the delivering of 
opiuin to the three prisoners” as they 
rested within the cells at the south side 
police station. Came noon and dinner 
time, and a little negro boy with a 
bundle of ham and egg sandwiches 
which he said had been given him by a 
Chinamen Shar Gow to have de- 
livered to the three prisoners for 
their dinner, Constable McClement to 
whom they were given, however, grew 
suspicious and with keen eye glanced 
between the thick slices of buttered 
bread and here cleverly inserted in the 
hottom slice of several of the sand- 
Wiches and carefully concealed by egg, 
meat and bread, was a quantity of 
opium, 

In one case a cigarette had been tn- 
serted, and In that the opium, and in 
another a small stick about three Inches 
long was covered with mustard but also 
with oplum underneath. The boy 
Was at once asked from whom he had 
got the eatables and in company with 
Detective Gillam proceeded up the 
street till they apprehended the China- 
man, and placed him under arrest, and 
the bundle of sandwiches taken In 
charge by the police. The Chinaman 
after being taken to the station was 
recognized as one having Just served 
a nine months’ term at Calgary for 
having oplum In his possession.

THREE FLEETS ARE NOW

T.ondon, July1%.—King George and 


the Prince of Wales today leave for 
Portsmouth to inspect from the royal 
yacht the vessels of the home tleet, 
numbering 200. This vast fleet repre- 
sents less thans half of the units 
which have been placed on the fullest 
possible war footing today, so to re- 
main throughout next week,

NOT HAPPY DAYS FOR 
THE RAILWAY MANAGERS. 

High finance, as applied to railroading, has fallen upon 
evil days in United States and the cuilvok is far from bright for 
the financiers. 

United States railways, valued at approximately nine bil- 


lion dollars, have been capitalized at nineteen billions of dol-| 


lars, and up to the present time have been struggling along 
under this load, paying interest upon more than two dollars 
for every one invested, to say nothing of the capitalization of 
constantly accumulating increments. 

But recently public opinion in United States has awaken- 
ed to the fact that over-capitalization is a species of piracy, the 
cost of which must be paid either in a ruined transportation 
system, lower wages or a high freight rate, or all of these. As 
a consequence of the development of this frame of the public 
mind the integrity and goodness of purpose of the captains of 
industry is not so unquestioningly accepted as it once was, 
and investigations into the systems of predatory finance are 
becoming much more searching than was the fashion a de- 
cade or so ago. In the explosion which followed the looting 
of the 'Frisco there was grave danger at one period that a 
number of very prominent railway magnates might finally 
Jand in jail, and in the New Haven disclosures even the great 
name which had been built up for Morgan came down with a 
terrible clatter, exposing a record of brigandage such as the 
public had not even suspected heretofore. 

To make matters more unfortunate still for the railway 
financiers, they were just at this time before the inter-state 
commerce commission with a demand that they be permitted 
to raise their freight rates five per cent. all around, the pre- 
sumption being that this raise added to present rates would 
produce a revenue sufficient to meet the charges piled up in 
the boom years by overcapitalization. This request, however, 
the commerce commission looks upon very coldly and the 
newspapers are telling the magnates to squeeze a little of the 
water out of their capital. 

And just at this juncture, when the magnates are driven 
almost to distraction trying to meet the charges and at the 
same time keep the railway from going absolutely to pieces 
through depreciation, there comes a demand from fifty-five 
thousand engineers and firemen for a raise of wages on ninety- 
eight western railways which, so the actuaries of the systems 
estimate, will entail additional burdens of $33,000,000 a year, 
an amount sufficient, the managers wailingly complain, to 
wreck every railway in the group. 

The lot of the railway manager just at this present time 
s surely not one long dream of peace and plenty. One railway 
nanager, and he among the biggest of them, Ripley of the 
Santa Fee, has declared that government ownership is coming 
so rapidly that the world will be amazed at the suddenness of 
the change. Most likely he is right. Certainly the railways 
cannot continue to play the present game.

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PEACE BY THE CONSENT 
OF THE PEOPLE GOVERNED. 

The flight of Huerta and the accession of Carranza as 
provisional president of Mexico justifies to a very large ex- 
tent the policy adopted by President Wilson and maintained 
tenaciously in spite of the scoffing of the republican and Hearst 
newspapers in United States and many of the European news- 
papers and public men who claimed some knowledge of the 
Science, or whatever it may be called, of diplomacy. 

Mexico was in the position of being in the hands of a dic- 
tator who, according to civilized morals, had no vestige of 
right, legal or otherwise, to the position. He was president by 
assassination, instead of by election. With Huerta in that 
position there was no chance of peace. United States had no 
desire to conquer Mexico. But interference would have had 
the effect of solidifying Mexicans against United States and 
Wf giving interference the interpretation of a war of conquest. 
United States would have been compelled to take Mexico, 
whether or no. This was what Hearst, the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company, and many others who had secured concessions in 
Mexico wanted. But Wilson wasin no wise interested in mak- 
ing their claims good by taking the country. He simply clear- 
ed the field and left the Mexicans to work out their own salva- 
tion. The result has been the triumph of the constitutionalists, 
Jed by Carranza and Villa, both of whom have promised to es- 
tablish constitutional government, 

Mexico may not arrive at a sylvan peace all atonce. But 
Wilson has made the arrangements by which peace is at Ieast 
possible, and by the consent of the people governed at that. 


A WIDE DIFFERENCE IN 
THE POINT OF VIEW. 

That there is a very wide difference in the viewpoint upon 
the question of prize fighting on the two sides of the Atlantic 
is very clearly exemplified by the descriptions of the crowds 
which attend the big events in England.

MADE 576 FLOWERS FOR 10c. 
N. Y. Factory Investigations Re- 
veals Pitiful Conditions. 

New York, July 18th.—Pitiful and 
‘egal child labor conditions were re- 
vealéd at a hearing before the state 

factory investigating commission, 

George Hall, of the New York Child 
labor Commission, displayed samples 
of artificial flowers, letier initials, 
necktics and other articles made by 
children in teneament houses. Some of 
the children doing this work, he said, 
were as young as from 6 to 8 years, 

As a fair sample, Mr, Hall exhibited 
a bunch of violets which were made by 
a child 14 years oid. He said the girl 
had to make 576 flowers and paste thet 
up in wreaths to make 10 cents. The 
average earnings, he s#id, would not 
exceed $2 per week, 

Another exhibit was shipping and 
price tags, in which a grandmother and 
her granddaughter, 14 years old, put 
wire and cord Into the tags. ‘They were 
paid 6 cents per 1,000 for wiring tags 
and 5 cents per 1,000 for the cords, 

Another instance showed where a 
mother and three children, aged, re- 
spectively, 8, 13 and 15 years, made 
artificial flowers, thelr combined earn- 
ings being between $6 and $7 per week. 
Mr, Hall said the children were required 
to go to work as early as 5 a.m. and 
work till 9 o'clock, when they went to 
school. After school they were required 
to work till 10 o’clock at night.
